WHEREAS,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  was  one  of  San  Francisco's  and  California's  first 
freedom  fighters;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  was  born  a  slave  near  Augusta,  Georgia  between 
1814  and  1817;  and,  according  to  ships  records  and  confirming  testimony,  she  arrived  in  San 
Francisco  in  1852  to  escape  persecution  under  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law  of  1850,  which  had 
made  her  life  as  a  slave  rescuer  in  the  East  increasingly  dangerous;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Throughout  the  1850s,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  funded  and  actively 
participated  in  the  Underground  Railroad  with  leader  John  Brown  and  others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  fought  tirelessly  for  the  rights  of  citizenship  for  all 
African  Americans,  including  the  right  to  testify  in  court  and  the  right  to  be  educated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  fought  for  the  rights  of  women  in  San  Francisco 
during  the  gold-rush  era  and  beyond;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mary  Ellen  Pleasant  was  an  important  entrepreneur  and  institution  builder

Resolution  Supporting  implementation  of  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act. 

WHEREAS,  The  people  of  San  Francisco  have  a  long  history  of  leadership  in 
protecting  the  oceans  through  actions  such  as  monitoring  the  water  quality  at  all  beaches, 
supporting  protection  of  Chilean  Sea  Bass,  supporting  the  California  Ocean  Protection  Act, 
and  supporting  the  Gulf  of  the  Farallones,  Cordell  Bank  and  Monterey  Bay  National  Marine 
Sanctuaries;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  health  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  is  directly  tied  to  San  Francisco's 
economy,  public  health,  and  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  there  is  increasing  scientific  evidence  that  human  activities  are  irreparably 
harming  our  marine  ecosystems  and  ocean  life;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  strong  scientific  evidence  that  marine  protected  areas,  including 
marine  reserves  and  water  quality  protection  areas,  restore  and  protect  the  natural  diversity 
and  abundance  of  marine  life,  and  the  structure,  function  and  integrity  of  marine  ecosystems;

To  improve  recreational,  educational,  and  study  opportunities  provided  by  marine 
ecosystems  that  are  subject  to  minimal  human  disturbance,  and  to  manage  these 
uses  in  a  manner  consistent  with  protecting  biodiversity. 

4.  To  protect  marine  natural  heritage,  including  protection  of  representative  and 
unique  marine  life  habitats  in  California  waters  for  their  intrinsic  value. 

5.  To  ensure  that  California's  Marine  Protected  Areas  have  clearly  defined  objectives, 
effective  management  measures,  and  adequate  enforcement,  and  are  based  on 
sound  scientific  guidelines. 

6.  To  ensure  that  the  state's  Marine  Protected  Areas  are  designed  and  managed,  to 
the  extent  possible,  as  a  network;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State's  recently  released  ocean  action  plan,  "Protecting  Our  Ocean: 
California's  Action  Strategy,"  identifies  implementing  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act  as  a  key 
action  California  should  take  to  maintain  its  nationally  recognized  leadership  role  in  managing 
and  protecting  ocean  and  coastal  resources;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  supports  the  goals  and  implementation  of  the  Marine  Life  Protection  Act  to  establish  a 
network  of  marine  protected  areas  in  California  waters  to  protect  the  State's  marine  life, 
habitat  and  ocean  ecosystems.

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adopted 
landfill  diversion  goals  of  50%  by  2006,  75%  by  2015  and  85%  by  2025;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  average,  a  school's  waste  stream  is  comprised  of  41  %  paper, 
2%  glass,  4%  metal,  12%  plastic,  and  32%  organic  matter  such  as  food  scraps,  yard 
trimmings,  and  soiled  paper,  which  means  schools  with  comprehensive  recycling  and 
composting  programs  could  potentially  divert  up  to  97%  of  their  waste;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  fourteen  years,  San  Francisco's  public  and  private  schools  have 
sought  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  teach  environmental  concepts, 
implement  successful  resource  conservation  and  waste  diversion  programs,  and  create 
positive  behavior  changes  towards  the  environment;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  the  Environment  operates  one  of  the  most  progressive 
waste  diversion  programs  in  the  country  and  is  ideally  positioned  to  apply  its  recycling  and 
recovery  knowledge  to  schools;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  schools  struggle  to  implement  waste  diversion  programs  without 
adequate  classroom  recycling  bins  and  the  participation  of  custodians;  and,

partnered  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  Norcal  Waste  Systems  Company

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic's  Bicycle  Program  is  dedicated  to 
providing  objective  and  professional  service  to  improve  and  enhance  bicycling  as  a  safe, 
viable  transportation  option  through  planning,  engineering  and  implementing  bicycle  facilities, 
and  educating  the  community  and  agencies  about  bicycle  transportation;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  expansive  usage  of  shopping  bags  and  their  typical  disposal  creates  an 
impediment  to  San  Francisco's  landfill  diversion  goals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Plastic  bags  are  difficult  to  recycle  and  currently  contaminate  material  that 
is  processed  through  San  Francisco's  recycling  and  composting  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Shopping  bags  create  significant  litter  problems  in  San  Francisco's

WHEREAS,  on  a  global  level,  the  production  of  shopping  bags  has  significant 
environmental  impacts  each  year,  including  the  felling  of  over  10  million  trees,  use  of  over  12 
million  barrels  of  oil,  and  the  deaths  of  over  100,000  marine  animals  from  plastic 
entanglement;  and

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Secretary  of  Education,  Margaret  Spellings,  to 
retract  her  condemnation  of  the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  Stations  (PBS) 
from  airing  an  episode  of  "Postcards  from  Buster'"  depicting  a  lesbian  couple  and 
further  urging  the  Secretary  of  Education  to  publicly  apologize  to  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual 
and  transgender  community  and  offer  a  public  statement  in  support  of  tolerance, 
multiculturalism  and  free  speech. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Secretary  of  Education,  Margaret  Spellings  publicly 
condemned  the  Public  Broadcasting  Stations  (PBS)  for  expending  public  funds  to  air  an 
episode  of  an  animated  children's  program,  "Postcards  from  Buster",  which  included  a  lesbian 
couple;  and 

WHEREAS,  "Postcards  from  Buster"  features  an  animated  bunny  rabbit  named 
"Buster"  who  visits  a  maple  farm  in  Vermont,  known  for  both  recognizing  same-sex  civil 
unions  and  producing  fine  maple  syrup;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  episode  called  "Sugartime"  is  primarily  about  making  maple  syrup  and 
farm  life  and  features  a  child  named  Emma  whose  parents  are  lesbians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Past  episodes  of  "Postcards  from  Buster"  include  depictions  of  families 
from  diverse  backgrounds  including  a  Mormon  family  in  Utah,  other  Christian  families,  a 
Muslim  household,  a  Native  American  and  a  Hmong  family;  and 

WHEREAS,  Sixty  three  percent  (63%)  of  PBS's  annual  budget  is  derived  from  federal 
funding;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  a  letter  written  by  Pat  Mitchell,  president  and  CEO  of  PBS,  Margaret 
Spellings  contended  that  the  episode  "Sugartime"  does  not  fulfill  the  intent  Congress  had  in 
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mind  for  programming,  that  and  that  "many  parents  would  not  want  their  young  children 
exposed  to  the  lifestyles  portrayed  in  the  episode";  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  Ms.  Spellings'  letter,  PBS  chose  not  to  distribute  the 
"Sugartime"  episodes  nationally;  however  WGBH  in  Boston  and  KQED  in  San  Francisco  have 
already  aired  the  first  episodes  and  with  plans  for  future  rebroadcast  of  the  "Sugartime" 
episode;  and 

WHEREAS,  When  non-profit  corporations  apply  for  federal  educational  funds,  they  are 
obligated  to  abide  by  federal  guidelines  which  stipulate  "Diversity  will  be  incorporated  into  the 
fabric  of  the  series  to  help  children  understand  and  respect  differences  and  learn  to  live  in  a 
multicultural  society";  and 

WHEREAS,  State  law  includes  sexual  orientation  in  prohibitions  against  harassment  on 
the  basis  of  race,  gender,  ethnicity,  religion  or  disability;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Education's  proactive  attempts  to  censure  all  forms  of 
media  depiction  of  gays,  lesbians,  bisexual  and  transgender  people  to  accommodate 
conservative  religionists  is  disturbing  and  should  greatly  concern  every  American  who  values 
free  speech,  protection  of  civil  and  human  rights,  tolerance  and  cultural  pluralism;  and 

WHEREAS.  Gay  parents  are  integral  patchwork  of  the  diverse  quilt  of  called  the 
American  family  and  media  images  of  gay  and  lesbian  parents  strengthen  the  psychological 
and  emotional  well  being  of  the  child  and  affirms  their  place  in  the  broader  community  of  the 
American  family;  and 

WHEREAS.  Educational  programs  which  purport  to  foster  cultural  pluralism  and 
multicultural  competency  cannot  afford  to  omit  tolerance  and  understanding  of  varying  forms 
sexual  orientation  and  gender  identity  from  within  their  educational  curriculum;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  absence  of  affirming  and  positive  images  of  gay  people  in  general  and 
gay  parents  in  particular,  fosters  ignorance  and  misunderstanding  in  the  general  population

WHEREAS,  Emilio  Aguinaldo  was  a  Philippine  General,  politician  and  independence 
leader  who  fought  with  the  United  States  in  1898  to  end  Spanish  occupation  of  his  native 
country;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Philippine  and  U.S.  relations  became  frayed  at  the  end  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War  when  U.S.  forces  continued  to  occupy  the  Philippines;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emilio  Aguinaldo  declared  Philippine  independence  on  June  12, 1898, 
from  his  balcony  in  Kawit,  Cavite,  and  unfurled  the  national  flag,  which  was  then  called  the 
"Sun  and  Stars,"  for  the  first  time;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Sun  and  Stars"  flag  was  designed  by  Emilio  Aguinaldo  himself  during 
his  exile  in  Hong  Kong;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Sun  and  Stars"  flag  was  sewn  in  Hong  Kong  by  Marcela  Agoncillo 
with  the  help  of  her  daughter,  Lorenza,  and  Delfina  Herbosa  de  Natividad;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  "Sun  and  Stars"  flag  was  sewn  from  excellent  satin  purchased  from  a 
store  on  Powell  Street  in  the  Wabgchai  District  of  Hong  Kong;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Emilio  Aguinaldo  was  elected  president  of  the  Philippines  by  the  Philippine 
Constitutional  Convention  on  January  1,  1899;  and, 

WHEREAS,  President  Aguinaldo,  responding  to  clashes  between  U.S.  and  Philippine 
troops,  declared  war  on  the  United  States  on  February  4,  1899;  and, 

WHEREAS,  President  Aguinaldo  fought  against  U.S.  troops  until  he — and,  historians 
believe,  the  "Sun  and  Stars"  flag — was  captured  by  American  forces  on  March  23,  1901;  and, 

WHEREAS,  General  Frederick  Funston  of  the  United  States  Army,  who  orchestrated 
the  capture  of  President  Aguinaldo,  was  sent  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  to  the  Presidio 
of  San  Francisco  in  July  of  1 902;  and, 

WHEREAS,  General  Funston's  widow  donated  war  memorabilia — including,  possibly, 
the  "Sun  and  Stars"  flag — to  San  Francisco's  American  Legion  Post  in  the  1930s;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  authentication  of  the  flag  in  the  War  Memorial  cabinet  is  of  great 
historical  interest  in  the  Philippines  and  of  great  importance  to  the  Philippine-American 
community  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Historic  Institute  of  the  Philippines  in  December  of  2004  sent 
a  letter  to  Rudy  Ascercion  of  the  Veterans  War  Memorial  Commission  stating  the  Institute's 
belief  that  the  flag  is  "most  likely  authentic";  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Government  to  comply  with  international  law 
regarding  the  use  of  torture. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  have  been  the  birthplace  of  the  United  Nations; 

and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  remains  dedicated  to  the  principles  articulated  in  that 
Charter,  including  the  pledge  to  reaffirm  faith  in  fundamental  human  rights,  in  the  dignity  and 
worth  of  the  human  person  and  to  establish  conditions  under  which  justice  and  respect  for  the 
obligations  of  international  law  can  be  maintained;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Members  of  the  United  States  armed  forces  and  their  affiliates  have  used 
torture,  as  documented  in  two  reports,  by  an  Army  pane!  chaired  by  Major  Gen.  George  Fay 
and  by  a  commission  headed  by  former  Defense  Secretary  James  Schlesinger;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  torture  has  been  conducted  on  a  widespread  scale,  suggesting  a 
serious  failure  of  governmental  policy,  if  not  actual  official  acceptance;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Official  government  statements  have  authorized  or  permitted  the  use  of 
interrogation  techniques  that  clearly  violate  the  common  sense  meaning  of  the  word  "torture," 
as  well  as  its  interpretations  given  by  the  courts  of  the  United  States  and  by  international 
tribunals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  threat  or  use  of  torture  is  universally  condemned  under  international 
law,  including  the  Four  Geneva  Conventions,  the  International  Covenant  on  Civil  and  Political 
Rights  and  the  United  Nations  Convention  Against  Torture,  and  admits  of  no  exceptions  or 
derogations;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  threat  or  use  of  torture  places  the  United  States  government  in 
violation  of  these  international  treaties  to  which  it  is  a  party;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  torture  violates  the  US  Constitution  in  (a)  the  Fourth 
Amendment's  right  to  be  free  of  unreasonable  search  or  seizure  (which  encompasses  the 
right  not  be  abused  by  the  police),  (b)  the  Fifth  Amendment's  right  against  self-incrimination 
(which  encompasses  the  right  to  remain  silent  during  interrogations),  (c)  the  Fifth  and  the 
Fourteenth  Amendments'  guarantees  of  due  process  (ensuring  fundamental  fairness  in 
criminal  justice  system)  and  (d)  the  Eighth  Amendment  right  to  be  free  of  cruel  or  unusual 
punishment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  torture  violates  our  commitment  to  the  rule  of  law  as  a  protector 
of  the  integrity  and  dignity  of  the  human  person;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  secrecy  which  attends  the  use  of  torture  violates  our  commitment  to 
open  government  and  the  dissemination  of  true  and  accurate  information  of  our  government's 
actions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  torture  by  the  United  States  armed  forces  or  its  affiliates 
undermines  the  moral  authority  of  United  States'  endeavors  to  improve  international  human 
rights  and  the  human  conditions  at  home  and  abroad;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  use  of  torture  increases  the  likelihood  that  members  of  the  United 
States  armed  forces  will  be  subjected  to  torture  in  the  future;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  use  of  torture  by  the  United  States  armed  forces  sets  a  bad  example 
for  domestic  security  policies  and  increases  the  likelihood  that  torture  could  be  condoned 
domestically  within  States  and  Municipalities,  like  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  now, 
therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  urges  the  United  States 
government  to  renounce  forevermore  the  covert  or  public  use  or  threat  of  torture,  for  any

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  condemns  the  use  or 
threat  of  torture  by  the  United  States  government  as  a  barbarous  violation  of  human  rights,

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  United  States 
government  to  (a)  comply  fully  with  the  four  Geneva  Conventions  of  August  12,  1949, 
including  timely  compliance  with  all  provisions  that  require  access  to  protected  persons  by  the 
International  Committee  of  the  Red  Cross;  (b)  observe  the  minimum  protections  of  their 
common  Article  3  and  related  customary  international  law;  and  (c)  enforce  such  compliance 
through  all  applicable  laws,  including  the  War  Crimes  Act  and  the  Uniform  Code  of  Military
